a* The exercises in the hblm±rstedt~Tan^ area involved components 

of all four divisions and array and headouarters units of tie Third Chock 
Army. Components of the Fourth Artillery Corps may have participatec.* 

These exercises were probably completed by 2? October® 

b* The exercises in tic lat':cnov/-fiteir al-Jcrichcw area probably involves 

other components of the Third Shod: Army including some units from Le tslina 
Heath* Components of the Fourth, Guards mechanised Army and the Fourth 
Artillery Corps may have participated. Those exercises apparently ended 
on 30 October. 

c. The exercises in the ^crbrt-Ocsrau-Ahei>-hittcrfeld area involved com- 
ponents of the 21st Guards I> changed Division, tie Fourth Artillery 
Corps and possibly some small elements of the Third Guar’s Ilcchanisen 
Army. Air units nay have participated. Tlie completion date of those 
exercises could not be determined.
